Total purchases in Florida re- 
tail stores are reported in this 

week's business review of the 

State Chamber's research and 
industrial division at $5.3 bil- 
lion during 1956. 

On a resident per capita bases, 
this total would appear to repre- 
sent Floridians as out-spending 
the national average by $200 
each. However, adjusting the 
figure of income available for 
spepding, and to area patterns, 
Florida residents actually spent 
an average of $1,065 each in 
retail stores, making a total of 
$41 billion, with tourist ex- 
penditures accounting for the 
balance of the $5.4 billion total. 

Last year the average Ameri- 
can spent $1,140 in retail stores 
and the average for the south- 
ern states (excluding Florida) 
was $907.

Army officers and enlisted men 
since a policy change permitting 
wear of the short-sleeved shirt 
with long trousers. 

The so-called “Bermudas” 
were welcomed after they be- 
came optional for on-duty w 
in July 1956, However, mai 
Third Army soldiers who en- 
vied the wearers their air-cool- 
ed comfort balked at shorts and 
knee-length socks. 

Now, with modification of 
uniform regulations, men in the 
Third Army area are authorized 
three types of hot-weather duty 
dress. They can choose between 
the ordinary long-sleeve, long- 
trouser khakis, adopt short- 
sleeve shirts with long trouser 
or go all-out with the "abbre- 
viates.” 

Indicating a favorable _ re-

Does it seem to you as if we are all trying to get somewhere 
too fast? Speedy travel is a fine thing but there is just no'use 
to go hog wild about it. Fast cars, fast planes and now faster 
jets, and where do we get from here? Now don't get the idea 
that I would like to go back to ox teams and row boats, although, 
come to think of it, row boats did have some definite advan- 
tages, economy, for one thing, and reliability for another. They 
did not cost a penny to run, and if you even had only one oar 
you oculd get where you were going. But then they had some 
drawbacks too. When you had to pull a pair of oars for eight 
miles to Bean City*on a Sunday just to see the Wells girls, and 
then had to pull all the way back after dark, it really put an 
awful strain on romance. 

You young'uns who have to walk six blocks to school and 
think it pretty rough, just listen to this. Up on East Beach some 
of the children who attended the first school had to row a couple 
of miles each way. Yet, after all, they were mere pikers compar- 
ed to the kids at South Bay, and particularly those at Bean City. 
The first school on the south side of the lake was in an aban- 
doned shack on the Bolles Canal in Okeelanta. At Bean City, 
John Lockmiller's children, Carl, Frank and Zelma (Betnzer), 
with Ivan and Clifton VanHorn, had to rise and eat before daf, 
then row, circling outside the grass, about four miles to South 
Bay, and then four miles down the canal to Okeelanta. While 
the bigger boys took turns rowing, Zelma did the bailing. 

Although nearly everybody was handy with a pair of oars, 
there were some who preferred, when the water was not too 
deep, to use a push pole. Many of the fisherman were adapt in 
its use and could propel a big clumsy seinboat into the wind as 
neatly as though it had an engine. A 'gator hunter in his long, 
narrow glade boat or a Seminole in his dugout canoe could make 
remarkably good time with a push pole. It was not too uncommon 
for a man“to row a boat the 61 miles down the canal to Ft. 
Lauderdale. But of all the settlers on the lake, the champion of 
these strong back navigators, without a doubt, was Orel Van- 
Horn. To him it was only a trifling chore to row down the New 
River Canal to Ft. Lauderdale, which, of course was a well trav- 
elled water , on which he might hope to get towed part 
However, on occasion, either alone or with some of his 
family, he might row or pole the 91 miles from his home to 
Miami, and that was a far-different proposition. At that time, 
the Miami Canal, due to the lowered stage of the water, sub- 
merged boulders and miles of rocky shoals, was shunned by 


bee" were practically the only ones who would attempt the trip. 
No one lived along its banks from Lake Harbor almost to the 
edge of Miami. It was possibly the lonesomest 87 miles of water- 
way in the continental United States. 

VanHorn had acquired an alligator, an 11!4 foot monster, 
which a fisherman had shot and injured with a .22 rifle bullet. 
He built a stout crate, and assisted by all the men, women and 


crate was then loaded into a 22 foot boat. The boat had neither | 
engine, oars nor sail, but with the able assistance of his boys, 
Ivan and Clifton, he poled the boat all the way to Miami where 
l he sold the scaly-back for $50.00. : 

This was Ivan's first try at push pole navigation. The second 
came soon after. His father had made another expedition, this 
time alone, and his prolonged absence caused his wife to become 
| alarmed. Ivan, with Marion Lockmiller, who had the only motor: 
boat in the settlement, set out on a rescue trip. It was after sun- 
down when they left the lake and passed through the locks at 
Bolles Hotel. A couple more miles and they were out of the 
custard apple belt and in the midst of the sawgrass. In the gath- 
ering darkness they slipped past the few abandoned houses and 
My. Little's row of cypress trees which marked the former set. 
fitnt of Gardenia near Bolles Canal, the last vestages of civ- 

ation. Beyond here lay only miles and miles and leagues of 
unénding sawgrass. The little 4-horse, two cycle Lockwood-Ash 
barked loud and smoothly. Peace and contentment prevailed, 
when suddenly, some thirty miles from the lake, with a sickly} 
lurch and an ominous clatter, both boat and engine stopped 
abruptly. The propeller had struck a submerged boulder and 
both wheel and shaft were ruined beyond repair. Nearby they 
discovered a fisherman's runboat, partly sunk, evidently the 
victim of this or a similar hidden rock. The remainder of the 
night was spent on its deck, alternately napping and fighting 
mosquitoes. At daybreak, with their own pushpole and with a 
longer one borrowed from the runboat, they commenced the 
long trek toward town. The current was in their favor but the 
wind was contrary, so by dark they had not got far. By morn- 
ing the wind had increased and obstinately kept the boat pressed 
against the bank. It now became necessary for one man with a 
rope on the unsubmerged west shore to fight his way through 
weeds, sawgrass and lily ponds while the'other kept fending off. 
The wind increased. They were not yet aware of the fact, but this 
was the harbinger of a distant hurricane which did considerable 
damage to the houseboats moored in Biscayne Bay. But they 
did have a bit of good fortune in the person of a 'gator hunter 
lustily poling up the stream. The boys had begun to wonder 
why they had started out with no more than a couple of sand- 
wiches apiece, and here, at last, was a chance to eat. Regretfully, 
the hunter, who must have been strictly carniveroüs, informed 
them that Kis provisions consisted of nothing but a bit of flour. 
Nevertheless, they discovered that flour mixed with canal water 
could produce some mighty tasty flapjacks. They eventually 
reached the locks about noon where the locktender accomodat- 
ingly towed them into town, and they learned that Orel had 
decided to return to the lake via Ft. Lauderdale. 

This day was August 11, 1915. How do I know? It happened 
that completely unknown to each other, I had followed them 
down the canal in my launch and had arrived only a few hours 
behind them, having drifted over the rocks in daylight, and 
had made the trip in about 13 hours. Their trip had taken two 
nights and nearly two days. After this experience both boys 
felt themselves well qualified to claim membership in the push

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Army Permit Sought 
For Belle Glade Water 
Intake On Rim Canal 


Application has been made to 
the Department of the Army by 
the city of Belle Glade for a per- 
mit to construct a 24-inch pipe- 
line and water intake in the 
Lake Okeechobee rim canal 
about 1,000 feet northeast from 
the bridge to Torry Island. 

Bids are now under consider- 
ation by Belle Glade officials 
and their appointed engineers, 
Russel & Axon, Daytona Beach. 
The proposed pipeline would 
extend channelward about 80 
feet from an existing sheet pil- 
ing at the pumphouse with the 
top of the pipe a minimum of 
one foot below the bottom of 
the waterway. This pipe would 
terminate in a strainer the top 
of which would be 12 feet be- 
low water elevation of 10.5 feet. 

Presently, a sump.hole in the 
bank is the only existing water 
intake. 

Plans for the work may be 
seen at the office of the district 
engineer, Jacksonville. No pub- 
lic hearing will be held on the 
application; however, the public 
notice is being distributed to 
interested parties.

with this increase. The result 
is that there are many unem- 
ployed older workers in spite 
of the high demand for work- 
ers which this country now en- 
joys. Any economic reverse 
would undoubtedly aggravate 
the conditions and result in a 
serious social problem unless 
measures are taken to forstall 

this situation. 

As a.worker approaches his 
50's, he finds that unless he is 
firmly established with one em- 
ployer, he has more and more 
trouble in getting satisfactory 
employment. Spells of unem- 
ployment grow longer. Although 
he is physically and mentally 
able to do the job and in spite 
of a satisfactory job history he 
discovers that the job openings 
are going to younger workers. 

We at the Florida State Em- 
ployment Service are becoming 
more and more recognizance of 
the fact that the older worker 
is with us in ever increasing 
numbers and that they present 
a problem that is with us now 
and will be with us in the 
future.
